Since our laf? arrived the Mails from France, Holland 
and 3 from Flanders. 


HE Court of Chancery has complied with the 

Petition mentioned in our former, of the La- 
dy Mary Worthley-Montague, for having the Care 
of -her Sifter the Couarefs of Mar, who is diftra@ 
ed. Dr. Fricod continues dangerovfly ill. 

Ou Saturday laft died Sir Samuel Lambert ; and 
on Sunday laft alfo died after Dinner fuddenly, at 
Pifhbury near Harborow in Herefordfhire, Sir Na- 
thaniel Gould, Reprefentative in Parliament tor 
Shorebam, and one of the Direftors of the Bank of 
Englaud. 

The fufpected Murder and Robbery of Mr. Ro- 
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frock, the Exchange Broker mentioned in our laft, 
occafions various Difcourfes and Surmifes. His 
Body is not yet found : But on Saturday Morning 
a Girdner going to Market found near Lambeth. 
Park-Wall, his Cloaths, Wig and Hat, which had 
feveral Cuts,-appearing tohave been done by the 
Claws ofan Hammer. There was likewife Blood 
which feem’d. almolt frefh and warm on the Wig 
and Hat ; alfo Blood on his Cloaths, the Coat tora, 
and Blood on the Ground aad Rails, and which is 
remarkable, fome Bloodin a Tin Pot ftanding by.
